Denied Damages 
From Bank for 
Holdup Wounds 


OTTAWA —(AP)— The Second 


District appellate court has ruled 
that a customer, wounded during a 
bank robbery, cannot collect dam 
ages from the bank. 


The court's decision yesterdaj 


affirmed a Kane county circui 
court decision for the Virgil State 
bank in a $50,000 suit brought by 
Philip Altpeter. 


Altpeter, wounded in the hip by 


one of the two gunmen who held 
up the Virgil bank Jan. 14, 1949 
contended the bank had not taken 
proper steps to safeguard its custo- 
mers. 


The appellate court held that 


"the illegal act of the bank robber 
could not have' reasonably been 
foreseen." 


The robbery in which Altpeter 


was shot- was the third at the 
Virgil bank In a period of four 
months. Six men who participated 
in the holdups are serving prison 
sentences. 


Two months after the last rob- 


bery, stockholders voted to close 
the institution, leaving the commu- 
nity of less. than 500 persons lo- 
cated 48 miles west of Chicago 
without a bank.

VA Dividends 
Will Be Paid 
Lale in Month 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— The 


Veterans Administration plans to 
start mailing 1952 dividends on 
National Service Life Insurance to 
veterans and servicemen later this 
month instead of this week. 


The new date was announced 


yesterday. 
. Five million policyholders will 
divide about 200 million dollars 
with individual dividends aver- 
aging §60. The VA will send cash 
only to the policy holder who re- 
quests it. Otherwise, the money 
can be left with the VA to pay 
future premiums or to draw inter- 
est. 


The VA will pay the dividend to 


individuals som« time after the 
anniversary date* of .the policy. Just 
how soon afterward the VA would 
not estimate. 


The dividend covers the one- 


year period from the anniversary 
date of the policy in 1951 to the 
same date in 1952. 


In general, the dividend will be 


computed on the basis of 50 cents 
for each Sl.OOO of insurance for 
each month the policy was in force 
during the policy year.

(2) The collector in Boston, Denis Delaney, now serving 


a prison term, was recommended for action three and a half 
years before it came—by a house appropriations committee 
of the 80th congress. 


(3) James P. Finnegan, collector in St. Louis, now under 


indictment, was never fired by the administration. Instead, 
he was asked by the president to retain his job on three dif- 
ferent occasions whenyhe tried to resign: .1949-51. It took 
the combined efforts of' Republican Senator John Williams 
of Delaware and Federal Judge Moore of Missouri to smoke 
Finnegan out and obtain his indictment. 


(4) Mr. Truman got rid of San Francisco Collector John 


G. Smyth on November 28, 1951—despite evidence against 
him in 1950 by the Californi'a crime commission and the Ke- 
fauver committee.

National Socialism in' their inmost hearts. 


He holds this, to be 


heinous in Germans.

National Socialism Is just what the name implies' Our own so- 


called social security program 'is National Socialism as far as it 
goes, and tho national recovery administration of 
the first new deal was total National Socialism. 
The only reason we didn't go to hell in the same 
hack with the Germans and Italians back in the 
'Thirties was that the Supreme court properly held 
the NRA to be unconstitutional. So, aside from 
the fact that we have no God-given mission to im- 
pose our political foibles on other civilized peoples, 
we are just plain fools in the eyes of all intelligent 
men in lecturing the Germans on the badness of 
National Socialism. 


Nationalism, which McCloy abhors in Ger- „_____„,_ ^ _ 


mans, is nothing but patriotism. 
If he thinks that wcithrook pf£icr 


a German young man will shoulder a gun and risk his life in 'a war 
with the Russians for any other purpose than to defend his father- 
erland, his nation, he should explain the case to us. Does he really 
believe that a German would lift a finger to defend New York from 
the menace of Communism, especially in view of the fact that New 
York has been a great Communist center for many years? 


We can't hide this truth from them. 
They know it and they 


know that < the Roosevelt administration, which McCloy served so 
heartily, not only embraced Communists but by positive acts created 
the industrial, military and political power of the present enemy. We 
Americans have got to make some hard decisions in Europe. 
We 


have got to quit humiliating the Germans if we expect them to 
fight on our side, which certainly is our expectation right now. 


France is a victim of political St. Vitus dance. The French peo- 


ple just haven't been able to take hold of themselves since the First 
World War. There is no question of courage. 
But they are indi- 


vidually very selfish, they lack confidence in their government, they 
do not trust one another as Frenchmen to stand by France in a dis- 
aster and the relatively painless experience of surrender and deliv- 
erance in World War II has had a bad after-effect. The motto "he 
who fights and runs away will live to fight another day" springs to 
mind as one regards the unscathed beauties of Paris by con- 
trast with the ghastly ruins of Frankfurt, Berlin and other German 
cities and London. 


We prattle sanctimoniously about Jim Crow and yet in our sub- 


sidized soda-fountain and snack-ber in Bad Godesberg on the Rhine, 
where we maintain a colony apart from the German people, I ob- 
served for an hour one recent afternoon the brattish misconduct of 
half a dozen yelling, stomping ill-bred little American hoodlums while 
outside, at the big store window two gentle, polite little German girls 
peered wistfully in. I had seen similar expressions in the faces of 
white children only once before in my life. 
That was in 1936 in 


Munich. The children in those stabbing little incidents were Jewish 
boys and girls. Of course this is the common experience of Negro 
children all over our country and whoever tries to tell the Germans 
or anyone else that this condition exists only in the south is a liar. 


We should be doing our best now to soothe the stings of defeat 


and of legalized looting. There is no argument over the horrors that 
their nation inflicted on other peoples, but nothing will be gained now 
by continuing to lash, them for disasters that are irretrievable. 
I 


think it is true that they do not feel a common sense of guilt. A 
very intelligent young German, a little over 30 I would say, told 
mo that he simply went to war as a soldier and fought to the end. 
When the British took him to a horror camp to see the bodies he 
said: "I do not believe you. You must have brought these bodies 
from some graveyard to make this display." 


He said he had heard only vaguely of concentration camps. 
It 


was dangerous to ask questions about them. It certainly was dan- 
gerous to speak out of turn in Germany in those days as the most 
relentless advocates of perpetual revenge told us at the time. 
I 


doubt, however, that this young man tells the truth when he says 
the people had only a vague knowledge of them. Such information 
gets around, the Nazis would have seen to that, themselves. 


However, the fact that he is 


free today, living in one room on 
one side of town while his wife 
and two children live in one room 
on the other side, indicates to me 
that our people never got any- 
thing on him. He frankly said he 
liked Hitler in the early days be- 
cause Hitler made jobs for the 
people and regimented the job- 
less young men in those labor bat- 
talions whose precise 
military 


drill with gleaming spades earned 
the 
professional admiration of 


other lands. But didn't Roosevelt 
•'make" work with public "proj- 
ects"? Didn't Roosevelt organize 
CCC battalions which were for- 
bidden to drill however, for va- 
riety of reasons, honest and ul- 
terior. Honest men said it would 
be wrong to make soldiers of them 
because if war came they would 
go first just because they had 
been poor. The Communists, and 
the American Nazis of the Fritz 
Kuhn movement, gave the same 
reason but their real reason was 
that they wanted us to remain 
unarmed and inept. 


Aside from the fantastic ex- 


pense involved, and aside from the 
danger of their becoming hostages 
in Russian hands within a few 
days, our camp-followers are not 
ns winsome as they are believed 
to be and should be eased out and 
back home. In Frankfurt on a 
recent afternoon I saw a beautiful 
young American mother, appar- 
ently just arrived in the zone, 
stepping from an army sedan into 
the hotel where service families 
are 
accommodated temporarily, 


carrying a blue baby-basket. If 
this girl were typical, the prob- 
lem of "relations" with the Ger- 
man people would be much easier. 
But American families, military 
or civil, on the average, are not 
ambassadors of good will. Amer- 
ican women, on the average, are 
not above lording it over German 
women and imposing on them. 
There has been for years too much 
of this. There Is no formula for 
screening" these people with re- 
gard to manners and considerate- 
ness and any good that can be 
wrought by the charm of unusual- 
ly *weet individuals is more than 
compensated by others. The proof 
of this problem in "relations" can 
be found on any regular post at 
home.

Which suit should you try to 


develop when you are playing a 
hand at no-trump? The longest 
suit? The strongest suit? 


There is no easy answer to the 


question, but one of the guiding 
principles is illustrated in today's 
hand. 


West opened the jack of spades, 


and South counted up his tricks. 
He could take three spades and 
two top hearts. Four tricks had 
to be developed in clubs and dia- 
monds. The two suits were equal- 
ly long—five cards opposite a dou- 
bleton. 
Clubs, 
however, 
were 


stronger, so South decided to go 
after four club tricks. 


Declarer won the first spade in 


his own hand to lead a club. The 
finesse of the club jack lost to 
East, and East was unkind enough 
to return a heart. 


Now South discovered that there 


were only three club tricks. He 
needed a diamond for his ninth 
trick, but East had time to knock 
out the other top heart and take 
two' clubs, two diamonds, and two- 
hearts 


South went down two tricks be- 


cause he started on the wrong 
suit. The clubs were stronger than 
the diamonds, but the diamonds 
were more solid. South could af-

CLEVELAND, 
(AP) — With 


Toledo, O., strikes openly defying 
a. court and union order to re- 
turn to work, the New York Cen- 
tral System was having difficulty 
today in restoring train runs to 
normal. 


Most of the conductors, fire- 


men and engineers were back on 
the job, said the road, after a 
three-day strike. But the Toledo 
rebellion and small turnout on 
the shift at Elkhart, Ind.—also 
on the main line—were hamper- 
ing operations, the road announ- 
ced. 


An NYC spokesman at Chicago 


said this morning it appeared 
unlikely that the road could send 
mail or passenger trains from 
Chicago today on the main line. 
Ther.. are not enough men to 
operate the trains, he said. 


Just Loss of Pay 


Many 01 those strikers who did 
, climb back aboard the locomotives 


and cars did so grudgingly, know- 
ing their strike had gained them 
nothing but a loss of pay, the 
road and unions conceded. 


Toledo presented a formidable 


bottleneck to through traffic. 


H. A. Porch, international vice 


president of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
rnen, shouted himself hoarse last 
night tryirig to convince 500 die- 
hard strikers to give in. 


Instead, thfc unionists hooted 


him down, quit their Brother- 
hoods in a body and decided to 
form a new union, called the 
Model Railroad Club. 


Were ".Misguided" 


Porch insisted today he could 


convince them at another meet- 
Ing that they were "misguided by 
a few fluent speakers" but ad- 
mitted he could not get them back 
to work before the 4 p.m. shift; 
at 
best, blocking all through 


trains until then. 


"Mad wasn't the word for those 


men," he said huskily. "But they're 
American citizens. They'll go back 
to work." 


The Toledo strikers will hold 


another vote on their mass resig- 
nation from their unions today— 
by secret ballot. 


If they persist in remaining on 


strike, a road spokesman said, the

There's Censorship of News on 
Many Levels of Government 


It can happen here—and It has. 
You don't have to go to dictator nation* to find censorship. 


- From coast to coast. ncx\-papers are fighting broad blocks to free- 


dom of Information on federal, state and local levels. 


Are government bodies meeting in secret session to sjK'nd your 


money? 
Do police and courts favor "prominent persons" by <-ov- 


ering' up records when they are arrested ? Does the military 
smother legitimate news under the guise of "security?" 


The Associated Press conducted a nation-wide survey and 


found censorship in this free-est land of them all far more xvide- 
spread than >ou may realize.

NEW YORK—(AP)—You don't have to go to a dictator nation 


to find public officials shrouding their activities behind an iron cur- 
tain of censorship. 


You can find the same thing here—perhaps in your home town. 
It is a censorship by closing meetings, buried records and "no 


comments"—rather than the direct "Don't print that" of the totali- 
tarian countries. 


But the effect is the same in 


providing a secrecy cloak for areas 
of government on the federal, 
state and local levels.

Remove 13 Blackouts

the people can know what their 
officials are doing.

licens; fees. County officials went 
into secret session, decided he 
wouldn't do it again and kept 
him on the job. The matter was 
kept quiet. Taxpayers learned six 
years later when the thefts mount- 
ed to S18.000 and they were called 
up to make up the loss. 


A burglar robbed a filling sta- 


tion and escaped—but residents of 
the community took no precau- 
tions to protect their homes. Po- 
lice simply did not report the rob- 
berv because it would "interfere 
with our investigation."

Not Remote Matter 


""These examples show that of- 
ficial secrecy is not a remote mat- 
ter involving only high govern- 
mental circles, but something that 
can affect your health, your money 
and your protection.

" The newspaper fight to smoke 
out tendencies toward censorship 
'^—except on mattevs involving the 
nation's 
security—is commonly 


known as a battle for "Freedom 
of the Press." It is far more. 


It is a fight for freedom of 


Information for every individual 
American. 


James S. Pope, executive editor 


of the Louisville Courier Journal 
and Louisville Times and chairman 
of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors' committee on Free- 
dom, put it this way: 


"When news is suppressed, all 


the newspaper loses is a story. 
But the people lose touch with 
and control of their government." 


Right Often Denied 


The right to know is denied 


more often than you might realize. 


The Associated Press conducted 


a nation-wide survey of official 
suppression of news and what is 
being done about it. 


It found instances of conceal- 


ment, and determined newspaper 
fights against it, from coast to 
coast and from the Canadian bor- 
der to the Gulf of Mexico. 


Some of the newspaper expo- 


sures, like the St. Louis Post- Dis- 
patch revelation of public officials 
taking fees from private firms, 
attract wide attention. 


Many of the news blackouts— 


and 
fights 
against 
them—are 


local 
But added together they 


form a broad picture 


The survey showed: 
i. There is some degree of 


news suppression at every gov- 
ernmental level, from Washing- 
ton to the towns. 


A. The suppression almost al- 


ways can be fowitei. v\hen there 
Is a determined challenge by 
spirited newspapers, especially 
when they are backed by the 
people. 
Thu pattern is reflected in Wis- 


consin, 
where 
the Milwaukee 


Journal conducted a detailed study 
of 
official 
efforts 
to smother 


news. 


Wisconsin Surxey 


Edwin R. Bayley, the Journal's 


state political reporter, toured 
every city of more than 15,000 
population and found that in most 
then, are 
some 
governmental 


bodies which met behind "closed 
doors," hidden from press and 
public. 


He found, too, that: 
"In some cities, reporters are 


denied 
access 
to 
police 
and 


sheriff's reports, and news of this 
kind is carefully filtered through 
the chief officer. 


"Newspapers suspect, and some- 


time are able to prove, that news 
of crime and accidents is censored 
to 
conceal circumstances 
em- 


barrassing to the department or to 
protect 
prominent ' persons 
or 


political friends from unfavorable 
publicitly." 


The water incident shows how 


a vigilant press can break through 
the secrecy veil. 


ijiCrosse Incident 


A reporter for the 
LaCrosse, 


\Vis., Tribune learned that railroad 
trains did not take on water at La- 
Crosse. He found that the United 
States Public Health Service had 
reported it had a high bacterial 
count. 


The Journal, reviewing the inci- 


dent, said: 


"The reporter also found that 


the first report on the poor condi- 
tion of the water had been filed 15 
years before and repeated every 
year since. The former city engi- 
neer and some members of the city 
council had known about it, but 
never made it public. 


"The ensuing clamor led to 


chlorination of the city's water." 


Bayley reported that "there is 


no more, and probably less, secrecy 
in government in Wisconsin than 
in other states " 


Instances of suppression can be 


found in the north and south, east 
and west. 


Records Changed 


In North Carolina, editors found 


that in some 'local courts judg- 
ments were changed after regular 
court hours, warrants were with- 
held from public scrutiny and 
prominent citizens were allowed 
to enter pleas without public ap- 
pearances. 


In California, Jack Craem«r, 


managing editor of The Indepen- 
dent at San Rafael and chairman 
of an Editors' Freedom of Infor- 
mation committee, said "attempts 
at censorship and other restraints 
on free dissemination of public in- 
formation are constantly 
recur- 


ring." 


The Providence, R. I., Journal 


and The Evening Bulletin fought a 
successful court battle, carried to 
the United States Supreme court, 
to open to public inspection the 
tax abatement records of the city 
of Pawtucket. 


The papers took the attitude 


that "everybody who pays a tax is 
entitled to know whether someone 
else has been shaved off the tax 
list." 


It was not contended the abate- 


ments were illegal—only that they 
were a matter of public record. But 
no abatements were granted after 
the court action was begun. 


Schools Like Privacy 


Local school boards have a par- 


ticular penchant for meeting in 
private. 


This situation was recognized by 


t h e 
American Association 
of 


School Administrators, which de- 
clared Feb. 21 that such meetings 
should be conducted openly. 


It said efforts at secrecy "can 


boomerang with devastating re- 
sults" and suggested 
the most 


sensible thing to do was to make 
certain the newspaper "gets the 


cts'tfast and gets them straight." 
The Biddeford, Me., Journal re- 


ported the local board of educa- 
tion holds "public" meetings, but 
the board withholds information on 
when they will be held.
